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DETAILED ACTION 



Requirement for Information Under 37 C.F.R. §1.105 

1 . Applicant and the assignee of tiiis application are required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 05 
to provide the following information that the examiner has determined is reasonably 
necessary to the examination of this application. 

2. An issue of public use or on sale activity has been raised in this application. In 
order for the examiner to properly consider patentability of the claimed invention under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b), additional information regarding this issue is required.

In response to this requirement please provide 
any known publications, brochures, manuals and press releases that describe previous 
versions of RiskWatch prior to RiskWatch 3.1 .2 and what the differences are between 
prior versions of RiskWatch and RiskWatch 3.1 .2.
